Due to the rush of Soil S am p ­ 
les coming into the C ounty E x te n ­ 
sion Soil Testing L ab o rato ry in 
the spring, farm ers are urged to 
take samples during the fall and 
w in ter m onths and avoid delay in 
getting test results, advises E. B. 
Nace, Assistant County Agent. 
N orm ally, samples ta k en in the 
spring are wet and req u ire from 
4-10 days drying before th e test 
can be made. Sam ples m u st be 
air dried for the test to be accur­ 
ate, and this drying period 
re­ 
quires the farm er to w ait longer 
for his test results. F a rm e rs should 
expect a waiting period of IO days 
to tw o w’eeks betw een the tim e 
the sam ple is brought in and re­ 
sults received. 
Inform ation on how to tak e soil 
sam ples can be obtained 
at the 
C ounty Extension Office. T h e soil 
test can be no better th a n th e sam ­ 
ple; therefore, it is im p o rtan t that 
a tru e sample be tak en from the 
field, Mr. Naco stated.
